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Report  of  the  Managing  Committee. 

HTHE  year  which  has  just  ended  has  been  a  period  of  transition  and  has 
brought  with  it  special  problems  and  difficulties,  but  the  Committee 
hope  that  with  the  re-opening  on  April  13th,  the  Hospital  will  start  on  a  career 
of  increased  usefulness  and  efficiency.  They  had  hoped  that  it  might  be  possible 
to  keep  the  Hospital  open  while  the  work  of  Extension  was  carried  out,  but 
in  the  later  stages  the  noise  and  dust  made  satisfactory  nursing  impossible, 
and  at  the  beginning  of  December  it  was  decided  to  close,  no  patients  being 
admitted  between  December  3rd  and  March  4th.  Therefore,  in  studying  the 
year's  statistics,  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  they  represent  the  results  of 
nine  months’  work  only. 

The  medical  figures  are  as  follows  : — ■ 

Patients  in  on  April  1st,  1928,  19  ;  admitted,  225  ;  discharged,  232,  leaving 
12  in  Hospital  on  April  1st,  1929.  Of  these  133  were  reported  cured  ;  81  relieved 
or  improved  ;  1 1  died  ;  4  were  transferred  ;  3,  no  result. 

The  number  of  operations  was  147.  Of  these,  52  were  major,  41  minor, 
10  fractures,  44  tonsils  and  adenoids  (the  County  Council  work  having  been 
transferred  to  the  District  Nurses  and  carried  out  in  the  Clinic  Hut). 

It  is  always  a  pleasure  to  express  our  debt  of  gratitude  to  our  Honorary 
Consultants  and  Medical  Officers,  and  to  our  Matron  and  Nursing  Staff  for 
their  invaluable  work.  On  their  efforts  depends  the  success  of  the  Hospital, 
and  the  Committee  and  the  patients  can  testify  how  well  they  have  been  served. 

After  consultation  with  our  Medical  Officers,  it  was  decided  to  enlarge 
our  Staff  of  Consultants,  and  the  Committee  have  much  pleasure  in  reporting 
that  the  five  Specialists  who  were  invited  to  do  so,  have  all  expressed  their 
willingness  to  join  the  Staff.  By  this  means  it  is  hoped  that  cases  which  have 
hitherto  been  sent  to  larger  Hospitals  may  in  future  be  treated  in  their  own 
Hospital. 

The  Committee  received  with  great  regret  the  resignations  of  two  of  the 
Managers.  (1)  Miss  Maud  Stevenson,  who  became  a  life  Governor  in  1912 
and  was  elected  on  the  Managing  Committee  in  1914.  She  held  the  office  of 
Vice-Chairman  from  1916  to  1927,  and  for  some  years,  owing  to  the  ill-health 
of  the  Chairman,  Mr.  William  Gurney,  was  virtually  Chairman,  and  she  was 
Chairman  of  the  House  Committee  until  1922.  Throughout  this  time  she  has 
helped  the  Hospital  most  generously,  both  with  personal  service  and  gifts. 
She  has  taken  a  keen  interest  in  both  of  the  Extension  Schemes,  and  her  letter 
of  resignation  was  accompanied  by  a  cheque  for  £\\ — a  collection  which  she 
had  made  from  former  residents  towards  the  extension  fund.  Her  genial 
personality  and  unfailing  readiness  to  take  her  share  in  bearing  the  burdens 
of  the  Hospital  will  be  greatly  missed  by  the  Committee.  (2)  The  decision  to 
hold  the  Managers’  meetings  in  the  evenings  instead  of  in  the  late  afternoons 
has  led  to  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Harold  Nutt,  who  has  been  a  Manager  for  the 
last  seven  years.  Mr.  Nutt  is  a  busy  man  with  interests  in  many  places,  and 
the  Committee  has  much  appreciated  his  attendance  at  meetings  when  he 
could  ill  spare  the  time.  During  the  Extension  work  of  1923-1924  he  worked 
most  efficiently  and  indefatigably  as  Secretary  of  the  Building  Committee. 

Unfortunately  the  beginning  of  the  Extension  work  in  June  coincided  with 
a  serious  breakdown  in  health  of  the  Matron,  Miss  Bentley,  who  for  eighteen 
months  had  served  the  Hospital  with  great  energy  and  ability.  She  left  towards 
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the  end  of  July,  and  there  followed  a  difficult  and  expensive  interim  until 
September,  when  Miss  Haysey  was  appointed.  She  trained  at  St.  Bartholomew’s 
Hospital  and  had  just  completed  three  years’  work  at  the  British  and  American 
Hospital  at  Valparaiso.  She  faced  the  many  problems  connected  with  changes 
of  staff  and  conditions  arising  from  the  building  operations  with  much  tact  and 
cheerfulness,  and  the  Committee  much  regret  that,  owing  to  her  approaching 
marriage,  she  will  be  resigning  her  post  at  the  end  of  May.  In  her  place  they 
have  appointed  Miss  J.  Dickenson,  who  trained  at  the  London  Hospital, 
and  who  has  been  acting  as  Assistant  Matron  during  the  past  five  months. 
Her  nursing  ability  and  keenness  are  already  well  known  to  many  in  the  district, 
where  she  has  carried  on  private  nursing  for  the  last  three  years. 

A  glance  at  the  list  of  Donations  is  evidence  of  how  many  have  shown 
their  interest  in  the  Hospital  in  a  practical  way,  and  the  Committee  offer  their 
heartiest  thanks  to  all. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Shaw  Robertson  not  only  opened  their  beautiful  grounds  at 
the  Vache  on  Empire  Day,  but  also  most  kindly  arranged  a  Fete,  by  which  the 
Hospital  benefited  to  the  extent  of  ^54. 

In  the  autumn,  hearing  that  the  funds  needed  help,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Dredge 
arranged  a  most  enjoyable  and  successful  Bridge  Tournament,  which  brought 
in  £59. 

Another  fine  effort,  for  the  Extension  Fund,  was  the  Ball  at  Chalfont  St. 
Giles,  which  was  attended  by  the  Maharajah  of  Patiala  (who  was  staying  in 
the  neighbourhood),  and  which,  as  the  result  of  splendid  team  work,  reached 
over  ^100. 

The  Committee  would  like  to  congratulate  the  French  Horn  Hotel  on  their 
record  Box  Collection  of  £ 7  10s.  2d.,  and  to  express  their  appreciation  of  the 
help  received  from  the  various  Football  Clubs  in  the  District,  and  of  the  two 
most  successful  R.A.O.B.  Parades,  which  represent  a  large  amount  of  hard 
work  willingly  undertaken. 

They  also  wish  to  remark  on  the  increased  interest  shown  in  the  Hospital 
by  the  residents  in  Seer  Green.  The  school  children  there  collected  a  quantity 
of  eggs  ;  the  Women’s  Institute  qualified  to  name  a  bed  ;  and  for  the  first  time 
very  successful  Pound  Day  Collections  were  carried  out  by  three  ladies. 

Pound  Day  Collections  in  the  whole  District  amounted  in  money  to  ^109 
(^14  more  than  last  year),  and  in  general  groceries  to  2,295  lbs.  (about  200  lbs. 
more  than  last  year). 

Tinfoil  Collections  brought  in  £8  14s.  5d.  A  larger  number  of  sacks  were 
sent  up  than  during  the  previous  year,  but,  unfortunately,  the  price  of  foils  has 
dropped  considerably.  The  steady  collections  made  in  the  various  schools,  and 
the  individual  gifts  brought  by  children  to  the  Hospital,  are  much  appreciated. 

The  Committee  wish  to  thank  most  warmly  all  those  who  have  carried  out 
so  well  the  strenuous  work  of  collecting  annual  subscriptions,  Pound  Day  gifts, 
eggs,  and  donations  towards  the  Extension  Fund. 

The  Statement  of  Accounts  shows  an  increase  of  about  £50  in  subscriptions, 
but  once  more  the  proceeds  from  entertainments  and  various  donations  form 
the  mainspring  of  the  income.  Patients’  fees  are  naturally  less,  and  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  salaries  had  still  to  be  paid  during  the  three  months  while  the 
Hospital  was  closed,  it  is  satisfactory  that  the  year  ended  with  a  small  balance, 
though  various  accounts  for  the  renovation  and  equipment  of  the  old  wards, 
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and  for  the  laving  of  a  new  water  main  from  Lansdowne  Road,  have  still  to 
come  in.  The  increased  cost  per  patient  per  day  is  also  accounted  for  by  the 
standing  charges  which  continued  during  the  three  months  when  the  patient 
days  were  nil,  and  there  is  no  reason  to  think  that  this  increase  will  occur 
again. 

CONTRIBUTORY  SCHEME. 

The  initiation  of  a  Contributory  Scheme  is  one  of  the  most  important  events 
of  the  year.  Mr.  G.  F.  Bridge  has  been  the  moving  spirit  in  the  work  of  organi¬ 
sation.  Six  public  meetings  were  held  during  March,  six  District  Secretaries 
appointed,  and  over  fifty  collectors  enrolled  to  bring  in  the  weekly  contributions 
as  from  April  1st.  The  latest  report  shows  that  nearly  1,200  contributors 
have  joined,  and  keen  interest  has  been  shown  in  the  Scheme. 

EXTENSION. 

Mr.  C.  V.  Booth  was  obliged  to  resign  the  Treasurership  of  this  Fund  when 
he  left  the  neighbourhood  in  June,  and  Mr.  R.  Clifford  Freeman  kindly  consented 
to  take  his  place. 

As  was  announced  on  the  cover  of  last  year’s  Report,  the  Managers  authorised 
the  Extension  Committee  (in  May)  to  proceed  with  that  portion  of  the  scheme 
which  involved  the  reconstruction  and  extension  of  the  whole  of  the  kitchen 
wing,  a  new  staircase,  new  bathrooms,  an  enlarged  staff  room  (to  be  used  tempo¬ 
rarily  as  a  ward),  new  private  wards,  and  a  temporary  staff  room.  The  Architect 
was  able,  in  consultation  with  the  Committee,  to  divide  the  plans  and  the 
contract  accordingly.  The  work  was  begun  on  June  11th,  1928,  and  completed 
early  in  March,  1929. 

From  the  inception  of  the  scheme  till  March  31st,  1929,  the  total  receipts 
(of  which  something  over  £500  represents  entertainments,  special  collections, 
etc.)  amounted  to  about  £Q,  180.  In  addition,  there  are  promises  for  1929  of  about 
^453.  All  the  expenditure  since  April  1st,  1928  has  been  under  various  contracts 
and  in  respect  of  fees,  except  a  small  sum  for  printing  and  postage. 

As  usually  happens  when  the  reconstruction  and  extension  of  an  old  building 
is  undertaken,  the  Committee  found  it  desirable  to  institute  certain  improvements 
not  included  in  the  original  contract,  and  at  the  close  of  the  financial  year  a 
sum  of  roughly  ,£1,400  (excluding  promises)  is  needed  to  complete  the  instalments 
under  the  contract,  to  pay  architects’  fees,  and  to  meet  the  expenses  of  the 
additional  improvements  mentioned  above.  Having  regard  to  the  conditions 
under  which  the  medical,  nursing  and  domestic  staffs  can  now  carry  on  their 
duties  as  compared  with  a  year  ago,  and  the  increased  accommodation  for,  and 
comfort  of,  the  patients,  the  Committee  feel  confident  that  the  residents  in  the 
district  will  before  long  enable  them  to  discharge  all  the  liabilities  they  have 
incurred  in  the  interests  of  the  sick  and  suffering. 

THE  CHALFONT  ST.  PETER  DISTRICT  NURSING  ASSOCIATION. 

This  account  shows  a  balance  of  ,  as  against  £9  last  year.  Fees  received 
by  Nurses,  ^116. 

On  the  expenditure  side  the  Nurses’  salaries,  board  and  lodging  were  ^382. 

The  reports  received  from  the  County  Superintendent  on  the  Nurses’  work 
during  the  year  were  most  excellent. 
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A  Nurses’  “  Week  ”  was  held  at  the  beginning  of  June,  which  proved  to 
be  a  great  success,  bringing  in  a  total  of  £ 56  18s.  8d.  The  Committee  hope 
to  make  this  an  annual  event,  and  beg  all  those  interested  in  the  work  of  the 
District  Nursing  Association  to  do  all  they  can  this  year  to  make  the  “  week  ” 
as  great  a  success  as  last,  and  by  renewed  efforts  to  double  the  amount  then 
realised. 

The  Committee,  parish  and  district  much  regretted  the  departure  of  Nurse 
Bishop  in  March.  This  was  unavoidable,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  Committee 
could  not  grant  her  request  for  a  cottage  in  lieu  of  lodgings,  on  account  of  the 
extra  expense  involved.  Her  place  has  been  taken  by  Nurse  O’Loughlin, 
appointed  “  Queen’s  Nurse  ”  in  October,  1927.

Also  for  the 
following  gifts  received  during  the  past  year  :  Old  linen,  nursing  requisites, 
children’s  clothes,  and  some  very  attractive  toys  made  by  the  school  at  Maltman’s 
Green,  and  kindly  sent  by  Miss  Chambers  for  distribution  in  the  parish  at 
Christmas. 

The  number  of  visits  made  by  the  Nurses  during  the  year  was  7,235,  made 
up  as  follows  :  General  2,235,  Midwifery  468,  Maternity  870,  Ante-natal  302, 
Chronic  826,  Casual  570,  Minor  Ailments  86,  Dental  Clinic  24,  Tonsil  Clinic  13, 
Infant  Welfare  53.  Public  Health  968,  Minor  Ailments,  Children’s  attendance  820. 


THE  INFANT  WELFARE  CENTRE. 

This  has  had  a  good  year,  and  the  attendances  have  kept  up  well.  Forty- 
six  meetings  were  held,  with  an  average  attendance  of  nearly  39  babies,  and 
there  were  altogether  1,786  weighings  (500  more  than  last  year)  ;  55  new 

children  were  brought.  About  25  children  will  receive  prizes  for  good  attendance 
during  the  winter  (October  to  April),  having  made  80  per  cent.,  or  in  several 
cases  as  much  as  100  per  cent,  possible  attendances.  This  is  particularly  satis¬ 
factory,  as  the  severe  weather  and  illnesses  prevented  many  from  coming  in  the 
early  months  of  this  year. 

A  new  Branch  Centre  was  opened  in  the  Memorial  Hall,  Gerrards  Cross,  in 
January,  and  has  held  six  meetings,  with  a  total  attendance  of  80.  Dr.  Gwynne- 
Jones  and  Nurse  Walker  are  in  charge  of  this  (first  and  third  Fridays),  and  it 
shows  every  sign  of  growing  and  being  appreciated. 

Two  treats  were  given  ;  at  each  about  100  mothers  and  children  were 
entertained.  In  July  they  were  taken  in  charabancs  and  cars  for  a  picnic  tea 
by  the  river  at  Bourne  End — a  delicious  afternoon.  At  Christmas  they  had  a 
Tree  in  the  Church  Room. 
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Some  help  has  been  given  with  extra  treatments — two  dental,  one  optical, 
two  orthopoedic,  and  one  surgical  instrument.  Thanks  to  a  steady  balance, 
we  are  able  to  manage  this,  and  are  very  glad  to  do  so,  specially  in  the  case  of 
mothers  well  known  to  us. 

Members  of  Gerrards’  Cross  British  Legion,  Women’s  Branch,  have  kindly 
held  two  sewing  parties  to  make  little  garments  for  us.  The  sale  of  these  and  of 
“  jumble  ”  makes  a  very  useful  addition  to  the  funds. 

In  March  the  Travelling  Exhibition  of  the  National  Council  for  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  visited  us  for  two  days,  in  charge  of  a  lecturer.  It  was  a 
very  interesting  show,  and  although  the  arrangements  entailed  a  good  deal 
of  work  and  expense,  we  were  very  glad  to  have  done  it.  The  County  Health 
Authorities  co-operated  with  us,  and  Mrs.  Turnbull  came  over  and  spent  many 
hours  helping  at  the  Girl  Guides’  Hut,  where  it  was  held.  About  250  people 
came,  including  parties  of  elder  school  girls  from  Chalfont  St.  Peter  and  Gerrards 
Cross. 

Finally,  our  toy  cupboard  is  getting  rather  bare  please.  We  like  large 
animals  and  picture  books  particularly. 


The  Annual  Meeting  of  Governors  was  held  on  Thursday,  April  18th,  at 
8.30  p.m.,  in  the  Memorial  Hall,  Chalfont  St.  Peter.  Sir  Haldane  Porter  presided. 


OPENING  OF  THE  EXTENSION. 

The  formal  opening  of  the  Extension  took  place  on  Saturday,  April  13th, 
by  Lord  Cottesloe,  the  Lord  Lieutenant  of  the  County.  The  ceremony  was 
held  in  a  marquee,  and  the  Chalfont  St.  Peter  British  Legion  Band  kindly  gave 
their  services.  In  the  absence  through  illness  of  the  Chairman,  Sir  Haldane 
Porter,  Sir  Selwyn  Fremantle  presided,  and  was  supported  by  the  Rev.  C.  S.  A.

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Contributory  Scheme ;  Rules. 

1.  Scale  of  Weekly  Contributions  shall  be  as  follows  :  3d.  for  man,  wife  and 

children  up  to  the  age  of  14  2d.  for  individuals  over  21,  for  widowers  and  widows 

and  their  children  up  to  the  age  of  14.  Id.  for  young  people  aged  14-21 

2.  The  Scheme  is  confined  to  those  whose  income  does  not  exceed  ^250  a  year. 

3.  Payments  may  be  made  weekly,  monthly  or  quarterly  in  advance. 

4.  Every  contributor  must  have  a  printed  card  on  which  his  payments  must  be 
recorded  and  initialled  by  the  collector.  The  card  may  be  kept  by  the  collector  or  the 
contributor,  but  it  must  be  brought  or  sent  to  the  Hospital  when  benefit  is  claimed, 
and  the  contributor  will  be  responsible  for  this  being  done. 

5.  Benefit  will  be  a  free  bed  at  the  Hospital  in  all  cases  recommended  for  admission 
by  a  member  of  the  Honorary  Medical  Staff.  It  will  include  fees  for  use  of  theatre  and 

anaesthetics,  but  will  not  include  X-Ray,  massage  or  other  special  treatment. 

* 

6.  A  contributor  who  is  not  more  than  eight  weeks  in  arrears  shall  be  entitled 
to  benefit  on  payment  of  arrears.  A  contributor  more  than  eight  weeks  in  arrears 
will  be  taken  off  the  books  ;  should  he  wish  to  rejoin  he  will  be  able  to  do  so  only 
under  the  provisions  of  Rule  11. 

7.  Contributions  will  be  remitted  during  the  period  that  a  wage-earning  contributor 
is  in  Hospital. 

8.  The  benefits  of  the  Scheme  shall  in  no  case  include  the  forms  of  treatment 
for  which  the  public  authorities  are  responsible.  Such  forms  of  treatment  include 
treatment  for  Tonsils  and  Adenoids  in  the  case  of  children  attending  a  public 
elementary  school. 

9.  Contributors,  who  while  absent  from  home  are  obliged  by  accident  or  sudden 
illness  to  enter  a  Hospital  elsewhere  in  England,  will  have  their  maintenance  charges 
paid  for  them  up  to  3s.  a  day  for  four  weeks,  as  a  general  rule. 

10.  The  same  payment  for  the  same  period  will  be  made  if  a  contributor  cannot 
be  received  at  the  local  Hospital,  or  if  he  or  she  is  recommended  by  a  member  of  the 
Honorary  Medical  Staff  to  enter  another  Hospital  as  an  in-patient  for  treatment  which 
cannot  be  given  at  the  local  Hospital.  Under  no  other  circumstances  will  any  payment 
be  made  to  a  Hospital  on  behalf  of  a  contributor. 

11.  Contributors  who  join  after  June  30th,  1929,  shall  have  no  claim  for  benefit 
till  they  have  been  members  for  three  months,  and  twelve  weekly  payments  have 
been  made. 

12.  Newcomers  to  the  District,  already  members  of  a  Contributory  Scheme, 
shall  be  entitled  to  benefit  after  the  first  payment  to  the  present  Scheme. 

13.  The  decision  of  the  Managing  Committee  of  the  Hospital  on  all  doubtful 
points  shall  be  final  and  binding  on  every  Contributor.
